HISTORICAL 

The  Appalachian  Training  School  was  established  in  1903 
for  the  training  of  public  school  teachers.  In  1921  the  state  in- 
creased the  appropriation  for  maintenance  and  for  equipment.  In 
1925  the  legislature  changed  the  name  of  the  school  to  The  Ap- 
palachian State  Normal  School  and  again  increased  the  ap- 
propriation for  maintenance.  The  legislature  of  1929  changed  the 
name  of  the  school  to  The  Appalachian  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, increased  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  and  gave  the 
institution  the  power  to  confer  degrees.  The  institution  now  has 
a  faculty  of  about  thirty  people,  a  student  body  of  five  hundred 
and  thirty  five  in  the  regular  term  and  a  student  body  of  over 
thirteen  hundred  last  summer. 


LOCATION 

The  town  of  Boone  has  a  population  of  about  two  thousand. 
It  is  among  the  mountains  and  has  an  elevation  of  3,333  feet.  It 
is  a  beautiful  mountain  town  with  a  good  electric  lighting  system, 
an  excellent  water  and  sewage  system  and  paved  streets.  There 
are  four  churches:  Methodist,  Baptist,  Lutheran,  and  Adventist. 
Mail  and  telephone  facilities  are  good.  The  Linville  River  Rail- 
way has  its  eastern  terminus  here.  The  Bell  Telephone  Co.  has 
an  excellent  system  here  with  long  distance  connections  with  any 
outside  points. 

Boone  is  well  located  as  to  good  roads.  Route  60,  The  Boone 
Trail  Highway,  passes  through  the  town  from  East  Carolina,  No. 
69  passes  through  running  north  and  south,  while  No.  17  leads 
from  Charlotte  and  other  points  south-east  into  Boone  by  way  of 
Hickory  and  Lenoir.  Boone  also  has  excellent  bus  lines  running 
out  in  all  directions. 
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GROUNDS 

The  campus  of  the  school  contains  about  thirty  five  acres.  A 
major  part  of  this  is  occupied  with  buildings  and  campus  proper. 
A  part  of  it  is  taken  up  with  tennis  courts,  volley  ball  court  and  a 
baseball  and  football  field.  The  college  also  owns  two  large  farms 
nearby  which  are  used  for  the  growing  of  vegetables  for  the  dining 
hall. 

BUILDINGS 

The  college  has  fifteen  buildings  besides  several  cottages, 
farm  buildings,  barns,  etc.  These  are  grouped  as  follows:  For 
recitation  purposes,  Watauga  building,  Old  Administration  build- 
ing, Science  building,  New  Administration  building  and  the  Demon- 
stration School  building.  It  has  the  following  for  women:  New 
Dormitory,  Lovill  Home,  Lovill  Home  Annex  and  White  Hall. 
Justice  Hall  is  a  large  dormitory  for  men.  Central  dining  hall 
accomodates  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  students.  It  has  com- 
pletely equipped  refrigiating  plants,  baking  plants  and  storage 
rooms.  The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state,  three 
stories,  with  swimming  pool,  showers  and  lockers  on  the  first 
floor,  basketball  court  and  storage  rooms  on  the  second  and  run- 
ning track  on  the  third  floor.  There  is  one  large  hydro  electric 
plant  and  a  steam  electric  plant  in  connection  with  the  central 
heating  plant. 

PURPOSE  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

The  purpose  of  the  Appalachian  State  Teachers'  College 
at  Boone  isj  primarily  and  exclusively  to  prepare  teachers  for 
the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  state.  Its  entire 
resources  and  energy  are  devoted  to  this  end  in  a  sincere  and 
whole  hearted  manner. 
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The  fundamental  object  and  purpose  of  The  Appalachian 
State  Teachers*  College  at  Boone  is  to  provide  the  best  possible 
kind  of  training  to  meet  the  demands  for  effective  instruction  in 
schools.  Its  aim  is  to  turn  out  young  men  and  women  who  are 
deeply  impressed  with  the  idea  that  character  and  service  are  the 
highest  aims  of  education. 


STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

A  varied  list  of  activities  are  sponsored  by  the  college  and 
carried  out  by  the  students  which  tend  to  make  the  students 
happy  and  contended.  The  college  each  year  carries  out  an 
intercollegiate  schedule  in  debates,  football,  basketball,  tennis 
and  baseball.  During  the  past  few  years  the  debating  and  basket- 
ball teams  have  won  enviable  reputations.  Last  year  was  the 
first  in  football.  Next  season's  schedule  in  this  sport  will  show 
some  of  the  finest  teams  in  the  south-east  meeting  our  team.  The 
senior  class  of  the  college  each  year  publish  an  annual,  The 
Rhododendron. 


EXPENSES 

The  expenses  are  held  to  the  minimum  here.  The  necessary 
school  expenses  are  held  within  the  reach  of  that  great  group 
of  people  who  want  their  sons  and  daughters  to  have  the  best  in 
education  and  training  but  not  with  extravagance  and  the  reckless 
spending  of  money.  Economy  in  dress,  living  habits,  and  the 
spending  of  money,  is  encouraged.  Many  of  our  students  come 
here  and  stay  nine  months  and  spend  only  about  $200.00.  The 
actual  college  expenses  are  as  follows:
